J. Now, the Universal Life Church was formed in 1960 

as an association. Who formed the church? 

B. The church at that time was formed by a DR. KIRBY 

J. HENSLEY, formerly from the State of North Carolina. 

He is an illiterate in this respect, he cannot read, 
nor can he write. 

J. The Universal Life Church was incorporated on the 

2nd of May, 1962. Can you say where? 

B. It was incorporated in Modesto. It was incorporated 

as The Church of God under the Universal Life Church 
of Modesto, Incorporated. DR. HENSLEY drew up the 
papers t took them up to - or his wife drew them up 
due to his illiteracy. He fooled you quite well, 
but he does know his Bible by heart. That's through 
learning it from his parents.. , . But he took these 
papers, typed up very crudely on ordinary stationary, 
went to Sacramento and bullied his way, and pleaded 
and cajoled his way through Sacramento, and this is 
entirely unheard of because 1 1 ve talked with many 
corporate lawyers in the State of California, and they 
cannot understand how he was granted a corporate charter; 
how he was granted articles of incorporation when you 
have to do it on a legal form. But yet he did it and 
I have a photostatic copy of his articles of incorpor- 
ation which are done up that way. And to me it is 
quite appalling because there are strikeovers marked 
out and I know the Corporate Board of the State of 
California did not allow this because they have turned 
down many of my applications for corporation on legal 
paper because it was not spaced property. And yet 
DR, HENSLEY put in something that was absolutely 
atrocious. This I've always thought a bit weird. 


J. Now, you said it spread to 8,000 members; 3,800 outside 

of the United States. 


B. I did not say members. 

J. Ministers? 

B. No. You said members, I said ministers. 




Okay, 


X said ministers last night- There are now 8,000 
ministers , affiliate membership numbers somewhere 
near 100,000 now* 

Where are the branches of the church outside of the 
U, S , ? You mentioned there wore 14 foreign countries* 

In Europe there is England, Sweden, Italy in particular. 
I have a list of all of the ones in Italy, and then 
Uganda in the Continent of Africa, and several of the 
new emerging African nations the people have been named 
Bishops and like this for their ego purposes, and 
they're growing quite large* In fact the head of - 
the Bishop of the Uganda Church is the Defense Minister 
there of Uganda, I think that is very interesting. 

What* s his name? 

I can't pronounce any of those black names. You forget 
it. I*ve got it at home. 

Will you send it back? Send us. * . 

I'll send it to Mr. Alcock, yes* 

Mow do you know, for example, you just stated that the 
Defense Minister of Uganda is the head of the Universal 
Life Church there. 

10,000 members in his church imriEJganda. He won't have 
have it for long. It's more Of a political party than 
anything religious. 

Can you say another country where possibly a Defense 
Minister or another member of the government is known 
to you would be involved? 

I think you're projecting a bit because I don't know 
these people's positions. I know the Mayor of a town 
in the Country of Guatemala is the head of the Universal 
Life Church in his city, but he is not the head of the 
church in Guatemala* DR. HENSLEY is the head of the 
church in Guatemala. 

DR. HENSLEY of Modesto? 

Yes. He is the head of the church in Guatemala. 

Does he go to Guatemala to take part in it? 

No, he's never been there. He just - all through 
correspondence. There are several ministers in 
Guatemala, Honduras - British Honduras, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua; one of the Samosa brothers, I don * t know 
whichever one that is still alive, he wrote for our 
papers. He has been granted ministers and bishops 
papers with the Universal Life Church. Now, how he 
heard of it I do not know, and I understand that Samosa 
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is a very good conservative Roman Catholic, and it 
has puzzled me why he wanted bishop's papers to the 
Universal Life Church- But this is not for me to 
wonder, as DR. HENSLEY says, it's none of my business. 

I have gone through DR- HENSLEY’s files quite exten- 
sively. DR. CARL Me INTI RE has papers with the 
Universal Life Church. 

j. What kind of papers? 

B. Ordination papers. Bishop’s papers. As does HERBERT 

w. ARMSTRONG of Pasadena, who publishes the Plain Truth 
Magazine and the International Broadcasts is most 
extensive to all the English speaking nations in the 
world, called "The World Tomorrow" under TED ARMSTRONG. 
And of course they of the "I cannot fathom why the 
Samosa brothers would want ordination papers. There 
is only one left that I know of, of the Samosa brothers. 
I don’t know too much about them. But this is typical 
of DR, HENSLEY’s operations. He says, "I will give 
ordination papers to anybody who writes me. All they 
have to do is write me in care of the Universal Life 
Church, 1766 Poland Road, Modesto, California 95351, 
and I will send them ordination- " And he said he 
does not care who they are, or what they are, or what 
they're going to preach. They can preach hate - 
anything they want to preach because they only have 
to answer to the God within. This is DR. HENSLEY’s 
basis for giving out all of these ordinations that 
he gives out. HENSLEY has operations in 14 different 
countries, and I do not know the extent. The Italian 
one seems to be fairly great. The one in Sweden 
alarms me. As a person, it's my own personal observa- 
tion. But he does have operations in Sweden. Several 
ministers over there. I do know two recent deserters 
from the United States Armed Forces - what branch I 
do not know - have written for ordination, and they 
have been granted by KIRBY HENSLEY. Of course, KIRBY 
HENSLEY is known for his helping of draft dodgers by 
granting them ordinations. But of course not all the 
Draft Boards are granting for the Divihity Classifica- 
tion because they have done this. I feel very strongly 
that I’m - excuse me * keep my feelings out of it. 
Numerous intelligence men in the Long Beach Police 
Force have ordination papers with Universal Life Church, 
as L.A.P.D.S.O, - Sheriff’s Office * intelligence. 

Also FBI, Long Beach, and I know the FBI office in 
numerous places have ordination papers with the 
Universal Life Church. Now, these papers - they can 
. get them under any name they want. They can use an 

alias because they don't have to furnish any proof that 
it is their name, so many people are using these for 
many devious purposes. Of this, I am sure. Now these 
papers, I want to reiterate, are perfectly legal and 
valid papers; and people are using these to impersonate 
ministers, and some are really using them for legitimate 
purposes. People who do not have the college education 
are using them. One of the things I wanted to point 
out with the San Francisco office of the FBI is Agent 
known to me as MANNING has a Universal Life Ordination. 
This is ohe FBI man outside of JOE CQNLON at the Long 
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Beach office who has bishop's papers. There are a 
MR. NEWMAN of the United States Secret Service has 
ordination papers, but under another name. He told 
me that he wrote for them - that he wrote for them 
under another name. Also, all of the FBI men in the 
San Jose Office have ordination papers, but under 
other names. This I feel that I am responsible for. 

It's my fault to a very great degree, and I'm not 
going to apologize for it. But the country Canada 
is one that I really overlooked to men as an important 
part of the Universal Life Church. Now this is tied 
in with TOM BECKHAM and some "kook" in Ontario. I've 
got the name and address of the man who BECKHAM 
recently visited in Ontario in connection with his 
particular church, the Holy Orthodox Christian Churches 
whichi he made me a bishop of. Holy! Holy! Holy! Ha, 
ha. B ut, BECKHAM Vs organization is not a valid or- 
ganization in t he State of California so any p apers 
that he sends me subsequently mean nothing as far as 
nty own activities in "t he Stale of Californi a^ BECK HAM 
~ana he n^Ley have never met as of three months ago. How 
BECKHAM is out orr_th p Efest -Coast at 

ordinations and various peoples are try ing to trace him 
down and loca te BEC KHAM ■ B E C KJ 1A H b^aas__lLL seems now of 
his association with DAV ID FERRIE, but yet he cannot 
spell FERRIE ' s name right. This appalls me. He spells 
FERRIE 1 S name FERRY, and he said that he is not a 
homosexuality - humm - person.*- he can*t even use 
proper English, but , I'm not so great myself. J3ut 
anyhow B eckham * nr P ^ tig with FffHR IJ* This is 

ho w BECKHAM got into the Mi nistry wa^ thjrggcm ^BRR^ ] g 
Tiers in the C ity of New QrJ- gfns . As I related to Mr. 
Garrison last night, FERRIE got into the Ministry 
of the Old Catholic Church through this "kook" JAMES 
up in Canada somewhere. That's what FERRIE claims. But 
I have conflicting reports on that from MICHAEL XTKIN 
who it seems that Mr. Garrison knows. MICHAEL ITKIN is 
a cardinal, or bishop, or pope, anything you want to 
name. He’s it. And he had currently been stirring up 
trouble in the San Francisco-Hate Ashbury, and in the 
Berkely area Telegraph. ITKIN has his own corporate 
body called the HOLY EVANGELICAL CATHOLIC COMMUNION 
BROTHERHOOD OF LOVE, and they - ITKIN was exposed for 
myself in the City of San Francisco but it did no good 
because now it seems that ITKIN is getting from mysterious 
sources and is able to print these documents and papers 
and is growing quite fast and quite large. HENSLEY got 
into the so-called 'draft dodging' or helping the anti- 
drafters through myself quite innocently - maybe. Or 
maybe I got into it quite innocently. I can't figure 
out just what. But some young men wanted to be 
student, ministers in my church in San Francisco, which 
was called the Universal Church of Light which was 
located at 465 Garic, Studio B. It's a music studio. 

MADAM ROSALIE ZARGA (Zaga?) is the Manaer , Reverand 
ANGELINA MILLER and REVERAND GERTA MAYS who are both 
listed. REV. GERTA MAYS is listed in the directories, 

REV. ANGELINA MILLER is not, but she is listed in our 
magazine. Her private telephone number is listed in 
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The Light of Understanding. These people were ell 
on my staff of the church in San Francisco. Young 
men ** hippies - started coming to me asking to be 
student ministers r I later learned, for their only 
purpose. for being ministers was to escape the draft. 

When I so learned, I spoke to them rather harshly, 
and it ended their association with me but by this 
time they had already gone to Modesto, KIRBY ITEMS LEY 
gave them ordination papers, and this was the begin- 
ning of KIRBY HENSLEY's anti-draft work which has 
been publicized in the Hew York Times extensively 
which led to a CBS telecast by MR. TERRY DRINKWATER, 

And this was on CBS evening news waiter Cronkite; 

CBS late night news local Los Angeles; and CBS morning 
news with Douglas the next morning. Anyhow, HENSLEY 
- this is how he got into, or maybe the anti-draft 
movement, HENSLEY is not ~ of course he does not 
profess to be anti-draft. But I do think it is 
strange, because after this I personally contacted 
the Attorney General of the State of California, MR, 

TOM LYNCH, and MR. FRANK JORDAN the Secretary of State 
who has control over such matters as the corporate 
bodies existing in their State. MR. LYNCH and MR. 

JORDAN both told me that DR. KIRBY HENSLEY they can 
find nothing wrong with his operations even though 
I had pointed out the CBS telecast, the New York Times 
disclosures, and the disclosures over the wire services 
Associated Press and United Press International. And 
yet these men, State elected officials, appointed 
officials - MR. JORDAN - most of his people. MR. 

JORDAN is elected. Excuse me. He's elected every 
year. He has been in so long I thought he was appointed 
He's been in about 30 years. But anyhow, these 
gentlemen told me that they can find nothing wrong 
with KIRBY HENSLEY'S operations and they said - 
wanted to question me why X was coming to them to ask 
them to close him down when I used to be a part of 
DR * HENSLEY's operation, and I told them that DR, 

HENSLEY used to be an honorable, honest man, but now 
he has gone into what I feel - things that are detri^ 
mental to the security of the country of the United 
States. I have seen other people prosecuted and sent 
to prison for doing the things far minor against the 
draft than what KIRBY HENSLEY has said on coast- to- 
coast TV, and is currently doing. He now has 8,000 
ministers. Of these B,000 I would have to say very, 
very truthfully, because I know this to be a fact, 
that over 3,00 of them are draft-dodgers. And I want 
to say, of the 3,000 draft-dodgers, that approximately 
1,800 have received 4-D Divinity classifications from 
their Draft Boards. And I want to point out to you 
that when they receive a 4-D classification, they 
cannot be drafted, nor can their classification be 
changed, my understanding of the Selective Service 
laws in the State of California. DR, KIRBY HENSLEY's 
organization is incorporated in 27 other states. This 
is something I neglected to mention earlier, 27 other 
states. The last being the State of Nevada, The latest 
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I should say. He plans to have it incorporated 
in every single State of the Union. Where he is 
getting the money for this is really beyond me. 

Where KIRBY HENSLEY is getting the money all along 
is beyond me, because he has never - I want to 
repeat - he has never advertised in any publication, 
major or minor, with the exception of our magazine. 

The Light of Understanding, and KIRBY HENSLEY's ad- 
vertisement in there just says merely "Universal 
Life Church " \ Modesto, California, and gives the 
address, but it does not say "Get an Ordination 11 , or 
"Buy and Ordination", or anything. But I want to 
point out that DR. HENSLEY does not sell his ordin- 
ations. He gives them to you free. Scott free. He 
does not sell them. So, I want to emphasize this 
over and over, and I would appreciate Mr. Ivon and 
everyone in this - I would appreciate everyone in 
this particular office writing to DR. HENSLEY under 
assumed names with post office boxes preferably, 
maybe General Delivery or just anyone else T s address, 
and write for ministerial papers just to see how this 
does work, and sure enough an ordination paper will 
arrive for them. I do not know his procedure on 
handing out the bishop's papers now. Usually - I 
can't really say how he hands out the bishop's papers. 

1 was pointing out earlier about the bishop of Uganda, 
HENSLEY is on the board of TOM BECKHAM'S American 
Academy of Professional Arts, as is FRED LEE CHRISMAN 
of Tacoma, Washington, and vice versa in all the other 
organizations. MICHAEL ITKIN, who heads up the 
Evangelical catholic Communion, which I talked about 
earlier. for a moment, have extensive information on 
IT KIN ' s bullshit which I will send to the New Orleans 
office on this particular portion because I did not 
know that ITKIN had been in New Orleans, and had been 
the great source of trouble that he had been in this 
City. MORELAND BALLARD of Baltimore is the man who 
is supposedly - I want to point this out - supposedly 
ordained DAVID FERRIE . Now, I have no way Of checking - 
I do have ways of checking this out, but I would have 
to have permission from Mr. Garrison or one of his 
Mr. Alcock, the two men who are involved in the liti- 
gation of this particular investigation because 1 
would not want to embarrass them by going to San 
Francisco and talking with the various people up there 
in the Evangelical Communion and ask them about this 
because ITKIN has never - I want to point out - XTKIN 
has never met FERRIE. ITKIN has met TOM BECKHAM, and 
of course ITKIN has met BALLARD. I have spoken with 
BALLARD long distance on the telephone from San Jose 
when I was helping the FBI with the investigation of 
the Students for Democratic Society in San Jose, but 
let me add that the investigation in San Jose was not 
of my doing. That was the suggestion of certain people 
in the federal government that I assisted because I 
had many young people who were attending San Jose State 
College who were Involved in SDS, and I did my dirty 
deed. I'm not going to try and justify it, and I'm not 
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going to say I'm ashamed of it because at the time 
I did it - that's it. But anyhow, I'm starving to 
death right now* When I talked to BALLARD IN 
Baltimore, BALLARD said that he knew nothing of 
ITKIN except that ITKIN came through Baltimore; 

IT KIN was a hypocritical egotistical little bastard 
who wanted to connect up with the Old Catholic Church 
of which BALLARD claimed he was the Metropolitan 
Bishop* I have seen papers to this effect that say 
that BALLARD is the Metropolitan Bishop of it* But 
BALLARD said that he was - I did not ask BALLARD 
anything about New Orleans or anything of this nature. 
But as far as ITKIN in New Orleans, I know nothing - 
I knew nothing until last night that ITKIN had ever 
been to this particular area * I know ITKIN has a 
fantastic hatred. ITKIN is a homosexual - a rather 
flagrant homosexual, wanton. But ITKIN has never 
mentioned even being to this City. ITKIN is much 
younger than myself. I am 33. ITKIN, I would say, 
is closer to 27 , maybe 28. He could be older, but 
I doubt very seriously. I'm sure Mr. Garrison knows. - 
the Twentieth Century Reformation Church is McINTIRE ' s 
organization. They're associated with the BILLY JAMES 
HARGIS anti “Communist crusade, this Christian crusade 
that is throughout the South - the Bible Belt in which 
he rakes in the shekels from the "little lambs", And 
McINTIRE Is also associated with FRED SCHWARTZ in the 
City of Long Beach where I reside, and his anti- 
communist Christian Crusade. FRED SCHWARTS is about 
as anti -Communist as Fidel Castro. I have been asked 
questions by Mr. Jaffa concerning EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. 



EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY as all well know, had 
purchased a bus ticket and said that he was en route 
and arrived, and knew nothing of the assassination of 
President Kennedy until he arrived in El Paso. As 
anyone knows, that particular route of the bus, BRADLEY 
and any bus of the Greyhound or Tr allways, you may 
get off any any designated stop, any place you want, 
and re-join another bus coming through later on, and 
no one knows the difference. And this is what allegedly 
happened with BRADLEY in the city of Dallas. I, myself, 
have done this on bus trips, and so I know it can be 
done. So BRADLEY'S story there does not hold water 
because there is no one on the bus, if anyone who has 
travelled cross-country as BRADLEY claimes he was 
doing, if you travel cross-country with people and 
you do not get off a bus, people remember you regardless 
I mean you strike up acquaintanceship, and I don't care 
if you are the most introverted person, this is the 
part of BRADLEY'S story which proves conclusively to 
me that this ‘man - of course this is my own personal 
opinion - this man is lying in this particular case. 

Of course, DAVID FERRIE had mentioned him casually, 
but I do want to point out this part about BRADLEY 
that there are pictures that I have looked at here 
that are quite shocking to me. I see a man which I 
knew as RED STOWE with EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. I thought 
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at first the pictures were of Parish Prison, but 
they are not of Parish Prison they are Dealey 
Plaza, and this is RED STOWE a "punk", "hustler", 
"alcoholic", a roll-* them- over beat-em-up, anything 
he can do. He is in the pictures with the man 
alleged to be BRADLEY, Now this man in the picture 
BRADLEY says is not himself. The Dallas Police 
Force says it is not BRADLEY, But, the striking 
similarity - the similarity is too great for it not 
to be BRADLEY . It has to be, I cannot be anyone 
else but BRADLEY, because this is how BRADLEY looks 
when he is carousing. People who - in Los Angeles 
at the moment who have seen BRADLEY, and 1 have seen 
BRADLEY, it looked like BRADLEY because 1 have seen 
BRADLEY recently in a carousing mood in - out on the 
Strip, and this was BRADLEY in the - Hollywood by 
Farmer Vs Market. I had seen him out near - he had 
on a sport shirt, tousled - his hair was tousled, 
much like the picture that I now see that is Dealey 
Plaza, It looked like him. It looked nothing like 
the pictures that are in the courtroom there. Of 
course at the time I did not know that was EDGAR 
EUGENE BRADLEY except the face was horribly familiar. 

And of course he's been on - his pictures have been 
on TV and in the newspapers quite a bit in California, 
and - but 1 did not associate that particular man at 
that time with the pictures that I ’d seen on television, 
because all the pictures there had been of a man very 
neatly dressed, hair combed right down to a speck. But 
this, the pictures here of the man at Dealey Plaza 
are EDGAR EUGENE BRADLY tha t I ha ve seen in some of 
his carousing moments, 

FERRIE was mentioning the Voice of Americanism by the 
anti-Communist Christian Crusade, BILLY JAMES HARGIS 1 
crusade, and also McINTIRE, The Voice of Americanism, 

I want to point out, comes from Pasadena, California, 
and plays a very important role, BRADLEY was allegedly 
going from McINTIRE ' s to the Voice of Americanism, 
which is headed up by - Jaffe remembers the story. It 
is in The Free Press, the name of this man who BRADLEY 
has a great deal of association with. The Voice of 
Americanism from Pasadena, California, a religious 
broadcast? The story was supposedly showing atrocities 
by the Vietcong, when in reality I, myself, recognize 
the picture right off, and had screamed to the radio 
station, KGR in Long Beach, that that picture was 
taken as a still from the movie "The Sand Pebbles", 
and this is the picture used by the gentleman, CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name. Now it is coming to me. CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name, and he and EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, 
McINTIRE and HARGIS and SCHWARTZ, they're all in the 
same particular bag- They all know one another. Whether 
they admit it or not this is absolute fact because I'm 
the Pasadena police if they were in a cooperative mood 
could tell you if they put out surveillance, they would 
see the cars of SCHWARTS in Pasadena at McBURNIE 's 
house. And this also goes to GARNER TED ARMSTRONG at 
the "Plain Truth" Magazine, the World Tomorrow broadcast 
coming from Pasadena. I think it’s quite interesting 
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that a great deal of the radical right-wing activities 
religious- wise come out of Pasadena and Long Beach, 

In connection* when FERRIE had said CARLOS was to fly 
to Houston, this is where BRADLEY'S name came up, 
BRADLEY was not one of the two people, but I said, 

"How many were there? 4 ', and he said there was more 
than two, I said, "Who is the other one?", and he 
said the other one involved a guy by the name - some 
kind of nut by the name of BRADLEY, He says one of 
these religious fanatics, Now he did not use the 
name EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. He said "BRADLEY 0 - When 
he used the word "BRADLEY" , I mentioned - I asked him 
what he was referring to, and he said BRADLEY was a 
minister. And this is how I learned that DAVID FERRIE 
was a "priest 1 '. A Catholic Priest, BRADLEY was a 
minister with McXNTIKE's organization. He has papers 
with numerous of these radical right ministerial groups. 
BRADLEY is an ordained minister. He does not profess 
to be to anyone. He’s is just EUGENE BRADLEY who 
works for McINTIRE and his group in New Jersey, I 
want to point out one thing which I have not pointed 
out to anyone before* McINTIRE is associated very 
loosely* but is associated with a person who knows 
BRADLEY in New Brunswick, New Jersey, and this man's 
name is TIMOTHY BECKLEY. TIMOTHY BECKLEY is a 
UFO-ologist - flying saucers to you all. But BECKLEY 
knows something of BRADLEY because in a Newsletter 
sent out not too long ago by BECKLEY' s UFO group 
there in New Brunswick, I have the full title of 
BECKLEY Vs - it's on Courtland Place - have the full 
address and all in Long Beach, and here, now, it seemed 
insignificant at that time* but he inserted a little 
article sticking up for EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY and saying 
that he had nothing to do with the assassination of 
President Kennedy. I thought it was quite curious - 
it was quite curious to me that he even inserted this 
in the UFO magazine, there was no need for. That's 
my personal opinion. But this makes me wonder about 
BECKLEY and his association with McINTIRE. They're 
both in the State of New Jersey and just a short 
distance from one another. BECKLEY, by the way, has 
minister's papers with the Universal Life Church, The 
Universal Life Church is an incorporated body in the 
State of Texas. There are numerous Universal Life 
ministers, and I could not even begin to go into right 
now all the names of that I know of. If I can get on 
KIRBY HENSLEY's good side again, and could go through 
the records in Modesto again it would be of great help. 
But right now I'm on KIRBY's bad side. Yes, there are 
ministers in Dallas, There are ministers in Dallas 
and Fort Worth and Arlington, The Sky Ministry is in 
Arlington. That is the Universal Life Church minister 
who conducts what he calls a Sky Ministry* He drops 
leaflets. According to him, he drops leaflets. 

Religious leaflets. And he is a Sky Pilot minister 
in Arlington. He has a Fort Worth post office box, 

Angel Wing , Texas is another portion of the Universal 
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Life Church down there which he claims that he raises 
money for an Angel Wing orphanage in Angel Wing, Texas* 
There is no such address as “Angel Wing ' 1 - a town as 
Angel Wing that I have been able to discover. I do 
have an address for the Angel Wing Ranch. I have been 
asked if I had the name of The Church of the Abundant 
Light* This is a very familiar name to me in connec- 
tion with MICHAEL ITKIN. This is one of the churches 
in his ecumenical movement. I have been asked concern- 
ing whether I tried to leak out some information under 
the guise of a seance in the - ah - there was no seance, 
but I wrote it in the Light of Understanding and this 
was one way, I felt, of trying to leak certain things 
out to the public. But I will say this, the response 
from the spiritualist people in the country has been 
one million per cent overwhelming and they all accept 
what has been given there in that article as gospel 
truth. Which it is - gospel truth - as the way I have 
learned it from ah. * . 

FERRIE referred to RUBY, he never used the word "RUBY 11 
once - he referred to JACK as "a fat clown from Dallas, 
and he's a faggot, and he likes to eat pussy", which 
is not unusual in the homosexual underworld. A lot of 
them like to get it in the rear, while eating the 
pussy. Shocking Mr. Garrison? Lovely. Yes, this is 
one thing I believe very strongly - well this is some- 
thing he was very emphatic upon* In fact, this is one 
of his more serious moments when he was high. Now, as 
I said before, I cannot swear up and down that it was 
liquor because I don't think one or two beers puts 
anybody stoned. But he did take a great amount of 
pills because he was a fantastically nervous person. 

But as I stated many times before, he was an intelligent 
person and a brain attract more than a physical body. 

But anyhow his - he mentioned TIPPIT - OFFICER TIPPIT. 
Now, he mentioned TIPPIT and OSWALD and RUBY as being 
in the same "cell". Now, I*m sure this was not a jail, 
and the only things that's been used as cells in America, 
the term "cells" has been applied to Communist groups. 

Now RUBY, according - "FAT JACK the clown", had been 
referred to by RUBY - by, excuse me, I've got Ruby on 
the brain - by FERRIE as not having any love for Kennedy, 
so this is why this later display of killing OSWALD was 
so phoney to FERRIE himself. And he said that TIPPIT 
did not - that TIPPIT was a part of the cell as OSWALD. 
OSWALD did not shoot President Kennedy; that OSWALD ran 
out and as he did BOB threatened to shoot him.

He was the Vice 
President of the Universal Life Church. I have seen 
pictures of him in space suits. Don't ask me why. 

He's in space suits. But anyhow, - I was asked if 
EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY is tied in with GOVERNOR GEORGE 
WALLACE'S group. I cannot say because I do not know. 
Except that I do know that BILLY JAMES HARGIS is back- 
ing the candidacy of GOVERNOR WALLACE as CAR - 
Cardinal Mclntire. We got a cardinal in Los Angeles 
called Mclntire and I keep on calling him Cardinal 
Mclntire. DR. Me I NT I RE in New Jersey. DR. Me INTI RE 
has come out very strongly in favor of GEORGE C. 

WALLACE. A recent broadcast I heard this on, KGER 
in Long Beach. Religious radio station. I wanted 
to point that out that there was considerable funds 
by a dance put on in the City of Seattle. Some of 
the "rock bands" - is that what they call them? - 
some of the "rock bands" up there for DICK GREGORY 
and all of them, there was funds raised for that 
and it was sponsored by a religious group. I have 
not been able to find what religious group, but I 
am sure if it was sponsored by any religious group in 
the State of Washington, it was P. LEE CHRISMAN 
because he was involved in the demonstrations for

Mr. Jaffee has asked me about the ten millionth time 
how DAVID FERRIE felt about his part in the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy. DAVID FERRIE, from what 
he would tell me maybe out of conscience or what, or 
t out of fear, but all he would say to me is that he 
was paid and he had to do what he was doing, and then 
he went back to that film with the 16 year old boy.

I think this would be the key to breaking the whole 
thing. In fact, I would like to find out who the 
16 year old boy is. I have been asked earlier by 
Mr. Jaffee if Mr. BANISTER gave him his orders, or 
OSWALD.

He never specified exactly any meetings or anything 
of that nature. Most everything took place at the - 
where he discussed the assassination - his part.

places and they are very old, and they are very lovely, 
and they are owned by fine people. The lawyer that 
was supposed to defend me - KOHN - I had mentioned to 
him about KOHN who was to come to defend me in my 
particular episode up in Bellville, Illinois when I 
was in a Civil Rights demonstration up there. Now 
KOHN is not the same KOHN that Mr, Jaffee just 
mentioned. He said ROY KOHN. This is a ROY KDHN 
but I ‘m sure it is not the same KDHN because I have 
met this KOHN and he is what they call the steriotype- 
Jewish person, and totally unlike the person if Mr. 
Jaffee is referring to the people in the Army-McCarthy 
hearings. This is not the person, no. This is not 
the person because - but this person is related to 
that person. That I do know because he discussed 
this particular facet. I do not know why anyone was 
so interested in getting me off of that. They 
probably could have gotten me off of it, but I feel 
that I did the better thing, just serve my particular 
little sentence and got out. Well, Steve wanted me 
to mention some of the things - little things, or 
maybe big things, it's debatable. Let Mr. Garrison 
decide that. I've told Mr. Jaffee, Stephen out at 
my place in Long Beach, that DAVID had one great 
fault and that was his love for young boys, Mr. 
Garrison said last night he did not feel that it was 
necessarily sexual. Well, a person with his brain, 

I do not feel that it would necessarily be sexual, 
and it would be more or less a thing because DAVID 
had great empathy for people, and he did want to 
help people like he wanted to help me. I was in a 
particularly bad situation when I arrived in this 
City and he did his very best to help me. He gave 
me money there at the end when he was preparing to 
fly down to Guatemala on that trip which he had asked 
me to go with him so I could escape the FBI, which he 
said BERT said was looking for me. Of course, I do 
not - there is no record. No one has any way of 
knowing that the FBI was really looking for me or 
not I dont believe, I would like to know. The FBI 
claimed they were not. Yes. Yes. Right there at 
the car. I was standing on the corner. He asked if 
I saw BERT tell DAVE that the FBI was looking for me.

"tricks" anything." 1 was not DAVID'S "trick". He 
asked me about LAYTON MARTENS. 

LAYTON MARTENS, I saw him the first time with DAVID 
FERRIE and CLAY SHAW was sitting there at the same 
time. This was at Dixie's, which is no longer in 
existence, I later saw LAYTON MARTENS several times 
around the Quarter, and I had - later on I propositioned 
LAYTON MARTENS. I will end it right there because 
1 don't want to commit myself. 

Steve has asked me what gave me the impression 
MARTINIS, as they're calling him, I know him as MARTY 
and MART, what gave me the impression that he was 
occupied with CLAY SHAW, rather than DAVID FERRIE, 

But I want to point out that Dixie's at that time 
was an older crowd than what I found the other evening 
up at LaFitte ' s in Exile. The LaFitte' s in Exile crowd 
was the same type at that time, now it's nothing but 
a bunch of young kids. And the people were considerably 
more reserved, but LAYTON MARTENS appeared to know Mr. 
SHAW quite well as they talked, and then MARTENS would 
go around talking to others, and MARTENS to my way of 
thinking, at that time did not look like he could be 
over 18, maybe 19 at the very, very most. Just a 
little boy. He had that little boy look. I still, 
to this day, I do not even know his age. I have never 
been informed of his age, but he was extremely well- 
built, put it that way. And I feel - I mean he talked 
to DAVID and then he talked to SHAW, and then when we 
later left, DAVID and myself and SHAW and the young 
man that DAVID had purchased which I have identified 
today in the photos, I identified him today in the 
photos of BLACKMOOR, known to me at that time as 
BLACKIE. This is the young man whom DAVID referred 
to that he had - that was his gift. That was who he 
had bought, and I assumed that he had purchased him. 
for the night. No, the gift DAVID had bought was 
BLACKMOOR™ {A little bit of French in here that I 
can't spell, but translated: Do you understand? 
Prostution?) This Jaffee is quite naive or something, 
but he knows nothing about the underground or else 
he would know that when you buy yourself someone, that 
means that you have purchased that person's services 
for the evening. For the night, or for a period of 
time, and so this meant that he and BLACKMOOR wore 
going to have a sexual thing. That's what the gift 
in that particular case meant, I mean, when you're 
holding onto something, and said here is the gift I 
bought, that Is the gift Baby. Excuse me Mr. Garrison.

But BECKHAM is a homosexual, and BECKHAM - I wanted 
to finish this part here on BECKHAM, BECKHAM, when 
it came out in the paper that he had been subpoenaed 
by Mr* Garrison, to me as far as I knew THOMAS BECKHAM 
was a good person. BECKHAM claimed to be the son-in- 
law of Senator ALLEN ELLENDER of Louisiana, but this 
is the same TOM whom DAVE had mentioned. I'm positive 
now, because this was the TOM whom he had ordained as 
a priest in the Old Catholic Church.

The other man is definitely EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
because I've seen BRADLEY in that particular condi- 
tion, Dallas P.D, r I understand from Jaffee, says 
it is not EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, but Jaffee has not 
told me who it is then and this does bother me that 
they refuse to - when 1 ask them who the picture is 
when I identify it - to my knowledge, the way I know ' 
the people they refuse to give me any answers. This 
is the whole thing concerning Jaffee which is beginning 
to bug me* I feel that after I make an identification 
then they should tell me something at least. But I am 
still positive that picture is EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
I know it is RED STOWE. RED STOWE was here - I first 
met him here in the City of New Orleans. Today I 
want to point out, 1 finally went to what is known - 
is now known as the Dixie Hotel* It could possibly 
have been known as the Dixie Hotel in 1965 on Tulane. 
It's kat^y wampus down, the street and directly across 
from Charity Hospital. now Mr. Ivon seems to think 
it was rather amazing that 1 could not remember the 
Charity Hospital was across the street. Well, Charity 
Hospital may be very big in Mr. Ivon's mind and the 
citizens of New Orleans, but I am not a resident of 
Now Orleans. It's just another building to me and so 
at that particular I wasn't interested in landmarks, 
hospitals or anything else. All I was interested in 
was hiding and having fun. And the lady who owned it 
I refer to as a "fat lady". She was not exceptionally 
fat, but she was much larger than the bitch who now 
runs it. Pardon me. Is that slander? No, bitch is 
a dog. She could be doggie. But anyhow, the woman 
who now runs it is her daughter who said she was 
there all that time in '65. 1 spoke to her this 

morning; had a very difficult time getting to talk 
to her. She wanted to know this, that and the other, 
and in a word, she had her hand out for the almighty 
dollar and I did this the other evening to the other 
people at the Center Hotel and the restaurants and 
the bars and everything directly across from Continental 
The one lady said that I did look familiar, but she 
said that was three years ago and there had been so 
many people come and go into her particular hotel. 

This woman says, "Well, X don't remember you. But I 
know all of Mama's guests." Well, she's a liar because 
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she is an obvious prostitute. Of course, I may be 
slandering myself - or slandering her, open to suit 
but I don't give a damn, I'm letting the cards fall 
where they may because we can probably get the 
witnesses to prove that she is a whore or prostitute* 
But the woman is elderly herself* Her mother, of 
course, was much older* She said her mother killed 
by a German Shephard, This confirms a story that I 
had heard later concerning the death of her mother. 

Her mother was extremely distrustful person. She 
had a small black dog as X remember when 1 lived there. 
The rooms are exactly as I described them to others. 
It's still a gray building. It was a gray building 
then* There is that horrible, atrocious yellow 
picture of Huey Long hanging on the wall* You go 
down the hallway and I had not entered into the 
hotel and I said to her, I says, "Is the bath at the 
end of the hall on the right?" She confirmed this, 
and I asked her about the rooms, "lire they small?" and 
she said, "Yes, they are small' 1 , and then I pretty 
well described the hotel before I went on into it* 

There is kind of an alcove ante -way to go into it. 

The woman is nasty* I do remember her as being the 
daughter of the owner of the hotel* I mean, one 
couldn't forget a bitch like that. And at that time 
she was whoring around, if I - I don't remember her 
that well, but I do remember that she was whoring 
around. She looks much different now than she looked 
then. She was much more painted and she is now - 
today she looked like a plain, grey-haired - more 
salt and pepper hair. And she is elderly. She is 
in her 50' s I would say now, and she is still plying 
the trade to the best of her ability probably. A man 
for a room for the night. Of course I'm doing this 
speculation, but that is the hotel - the Center Hotel - 
I remember it quite well because at that time there 
were a great deal of homosexuals and hustlers, and 
it was a good place to find what you wanted, I want 
to point out before this tape runs out, and while Mr. 
Jaffee and Mr* Alcock are not in here - I don't mind 
saying it to Mr. Alcoek - but I do want to say this, 
that the - I am a great deal disappointed that the 
Dixie's is now gone because I was led to believe that 
Dixie's was still here. There is a Dixie's here but 
it is not the Dixie's that was here in 1965, Where 
Dixie's was at in 1965 is now taken over by some place 
called the Dream House or the Dream Room or something 
or other* Maybe it's not even that, but it's just 
down the street. LaFitte 1 s in Exile is still here* 

It is much dirtier and they've done nothing to it* 

It was very, very crowded the other night when I was 
there* I was looking for LAYTON MARTENS - That was 
the reason X went out* I did not let Jaffee or any 
of the people of the District Attorney's Office know 
because I wanted to find MARTENS . I wanted him to see 
me. I wanted him to see if he remembered me. He is 
like a machine sexually, and he probably would not 
remember me. But when you are a person of my nature 
you certainly remember somebody as cold as that, and 
he operates like a machine and it's on a money basis. 
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Now, I would be interested in meeting him again. Of 
course, I do not have the money to really meet him 
for another encounter, but I think it would be in- 
teresting in the interest of justice if I could get 
next to him and maybe learn a lot more, because LAYTON 
MARTENS, 1 understand, is being defended by some of 
the wealthiest, or some of the biggest attorneys in 
the City Of New Orleans. Yet LAYTON MARTENS still 
does not have a pot to piss in and to me this only - 
well it's only - to me I don’t give a damn, but it 
should show Mr. Garrison and the others that CLAY 
SHAW - the connection with CLAY SBIAW. But, that CLAY 
SHAW is paying MARTENS' lawyers bills. But time will 
tell. And now, I'm sure it will tell on the side of 
Mr. Garrison, and I'm beginning to take more and more 
stock in the Garrison case.

BROSIIEAAS had been in Civil Rights work up 
North, SHAW said at that time, "Oh, a Commie/” BRO SHEARS and 
FERRIE both denied that, FERRIE said that he would like to go 
to a restaurant with the man who BROS HEARS has now identified 
as S H At' , and invited BRO S HEARS to come wi th them. 


During the ride in the taxi cab, SHAW told BROSHEARS 
that ho liked "little boys' 4 , and BROS HEARS told him, "Go find 
one, 11 At this time, BROSHEARS said SHAW patted him on the rear. 
BROS HEARS sternly rebuked this action, and told SHAW not to 
repeat it, later, at the restaurant, SHAW did repeat the 
gesture and was slapped by BROSHEARS* This took place at the 
dinner table . 


The second meeting between BROS HEARS and SHAW took 
place at a small sidewalk cafe, the tables outside on the side- 
walk, somewhere on Bourbon Street, BROS HEARS said he would 
be able to locate this restaurant in person as he would the 
other one, DAVID told him, "X have got to meet your ’blank 
bandit*"’ DAVID FERRIE had just returned from taking the St* 
Charles streetca r to get some money- They both went to the 
restaurant where SHAW drove up in a chauffercd black car. 

BRO S HE ARS could not remember whether the car was a Cadillac 
or a Lincoln Contfinental . FERRIS said to BROSHEARS , "You 
remember CLAY." SHAW then apologized for his actions on the 
previous meeting. He said to BROSHEARS, *' I had a couple of 
drinks, and I'm sorry, * 1 ' 


The third meeting between BROSHEARS and SHAW took 
place when BROSHEARS v/ent to wait on a street corner with 
DAVID FKRRJE ami ewhere on a str ee t known as Dauphi ne (BROSHEARS 
'"was not sure abou t ^this n ame / but that it began with the letter 
"D"). At that time, SHAW drove up and handed DAVID FERRIJfi_j^_ 
large envelope, SHAW informed FERRIS that BROSHEARS was in 
trouble beca u se pf what he had been saying about President 
Johnson. He told FERRIE of the danger of BROSHEARS being 
arrested by the FBI* FERRIE said to BROSHEARS, "A lot of people 
have threatened the life of President Johnson, but you are in 
trouble with the government. You threatened the life of the 
President* Why don't you come with me? I’m flying South and 
we can stay there together*" BROSHEARS said that he could not 
go v/ith him, and-FERRIE took srsne money out of the bulky 
envelope and gave it to' him, SHAW had already driven off * 


FERRIE and BROS HEARS went to "LaFitte’s In Exile" 
until, 11: 00 p_m, when DAVID FERRIE left* The next day two men 
came to the owner of the hotel where BROSHEARS was staying. 
BROSHEARS was later told by the owner that, "Two men were here 
looking for you*"

Mark La pffl and myself went to visit Rev, RAYMOND BROS HEARS at
